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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive of an 
error in the final rejection. 

In response to applicant's asseriton that Isen teaches that the dielectric layer is required ONLY when the substrate is conductive to 
prevent electrical contact, this does not appear to be an explicit teaching of Isen. Although Isen describes several embodiments, the 
disclosure of examples without the dielectric layer does not imply that the dielectric layer is never used with alternative substrates. In fact, 
in column 1 0, lines 1 1 -35, Isen discusses the wide variety of combinations of layers which may be considered and in no way excludes this 
combination. 

In response to applicant's arguments against Gron, many printing processes are considered to be manufacturing processes and 
applicant's assertion that a manufacturing process would not include additional steps which make it longer or which increase the 
appearance of the finished product is not persuasive, as this is true of many manufacturing processes. 
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
